JCQTD IS BLANK 


Victim, Dan Williams 


Companion Seen Togeth 


er Near the Time. 


Another chapter ia the history of 


this city la which liquor played a 
prominent rote was enacted Saturday! 
evwiifis at 6 o'clock when Daniel W. 
AVilJiams, of Belle Center, Ohio, was 
cruelly murdered by his companion, 
a i the corner of West and Spring 
Mr«x--ts. whan he received a whiskey 
directed biilte thrust in the neck 
which caiie^! alssost instant death. 


AS J. F. Homer, of the Piper gro- 


cf-'ry store, and O. F. Ramseyer, of 
the City Book store, were passing 
near tho northwest corner of West 
acd Spring streets, they each noticed 
two men apparently quarreling and 
suddenly saw one fall to th« side- 
walk. The other ran across the 
street and west ia the altey just 
north of the residence of Sam Tig- 
upr. 
Both Ramseyer and Horner 


rushed to the side of the man laying 
on tbe pavement, and as they ap- 
proached, they heard him murmur 
"Doctor—Get me a doctor." They 
realized that the man was Injured 
aad saw a stream of blood spurt from 
his nock. Coroner Plettter was sum- 
moned, together with the Williams 
& Davis ambuiaace ana the 
police 


officers, who all arrived 
upon 
the 


scene -within a few mtoutes after the 
fatal event happened. 
The victim 
died almost instantly and was taken 
to the Williams & Davis morgue, 
wh-ere examination disclosed a deep 
knife wound on the lower teft side 
of the neck wh*eh had severed an 
artery. Letters found ia the pockets 
of the clothing of the deceased were 
addressed to Daniel 
W. Williams, 


Belle Center. Ohio, care Andrew 
XtoddB, A pint nast of whiskey was 
also found upon his person, together 
with a ticket on the Ohio Electric 
lines from Lima to New Hampshire. 
The poliee and county officers im- 


mediately got busy 5« searching for 
the murderer, and later 
Detective* 
Heed, Slwhter and BHIstine and O. 
F. Rsunseyer, found a Barlow pocket 
kalJe a^ar the scene of the murder, 
apon th> blade ot which there were 
clots of Blood. 


About an hoar later, two men 
came iuto the /police headquarters 
and asked for a night's lodging, and

Rogers, aud upon his person was 
found a ticket to New Hampshire, 
ov.r the electric lines, and a pint 
flask of whiskey, of tht> same identity 
as thit found upon the person of the 
murd*r«-ti vau- 


lt then 
rapidly developed that 


Rogers and the murdered man bad 
come to Lima together 
yesterday 


morning, from Belle Center, being 
identified by Ticket Agent James F. 
Berry, of the Westr-rn Ohio offices. 
as two men who had been in the sta- 
tion shortly before six o'clock, and 
had purchased tickets for New Hamp- 
hire, following which he had 
bec.i 


compelled to eject them from the 
station because they were quarreling 
and disturbing the peace of the pas- 
sengers in 
waiting. A 
telephone 


communication from Andrew Dodds, 
at Belle Center, disclosed the fact 
that Williams and Rogers had been 
employed by him for the past three 
weeks, cutting timber, and that he 
bad given them a check in payment 
for their services. He said that they 
started for Lima, and that they were 
quarreling over money matters when 
they left. 


Following the arrest of Rogers 


Prosecuting Attorney Welty and Cor- 
oner Pfeilfer went to the police sta- 
tion and the prisoner was question- 
ed. He stated that he came to Lima 
with Williams, and that they went to 
get a drink immeOiately after leav- 
ing the car in the public square. 
Later they went to 
*Ae California 


Wine- Co. and purchased two quarts 
of whiskey each, placing them in a 
covered market basket and request- 
ing the proprietor to mart Rogers on 
one of the packages, letter they 
called for the basket and purchased 
a pint Cask of whiskey e^ih. They 
were identified as the bottt'-s found 
upon the person of the 
»un|fteed 


man and 
upon Rogers. Ho»«rer 
the .contents of the flasks had not 
been disturbed, and Rogers declares 
that he cannot remember 
anything 


about what happened, after they left 
the Wine company store the second 
time, ant he did remember that they 
were drinking. 


Clerks in the Piper grocery store 


saw the men wrangling in front of 
the store after the time Agent Berry 
ejected them from 
the interurban 
station, and others saw them start 
south on Elizabeth street toward 
Spring. Mr. J. F. Horner left 
thfr 
store to go home for supper as the 
men went south on Elizabeth street, 
and it was as he walked south bo 
West street that he saw the aa«r4«v 
committed at the corner of West and 
Spring streets. 
In a**j«terview yesterday 
after- 


noon, Rogers stated that his mind 
was a blank, from the time J»e and 


the> hftd aev*-r had any trouble, 


but admits that they had tafcpn a 


many drinks durinn the d»y,
